o JES II is supported only if its requirements do not exceed those documented 
in the remote terminal processor user guide, UP-8990. Specifically: 


- The remote name is Limited to six characters. 
- The remote ID is required and is limited to two characters. 


- Only one pessword may be specified. No provision is made for a second 
password or a routing code. 


o Functionality for KASP and JES III is temporarily restricted and will be 
provided in the neer future. 


o Unlabeled tape and 7-track tape are not supported.

Transmission facilities used with RTP may be either half duplex or full 
duplex.

Current users of RTP 90 should be aware that there is no assurance of 
compatibility between the 8.9. RTP release and earlier versions. 


Diskette is not supported for files received from the host. 


In the GHVCT call of RTP generation, the Port ID must be specified without 
leading zeros. 


If the COUuSGLE PROCESSOR SUSY messaye is received when entering unsolicited 
“T= console resseces, it incicztes thet the system is heavily loaded and 
not esle to process the console messages. 


Allow more time between entries of ccnsole messeces. If problem persists, 
increase the number of tanks 2s necessary (NUNTANKS parameter of the RTP 
seneretion statement GHOPT) and recenerate RIP.
